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KOREA’S EMPEROR | 
HAS ABDICATED 


In Sending of a Deputation to 
the Hague Climaxed His 
Misrule. 


Seoul, via Tokio, July The 
throne, tottering from four years of 
misrule, toppled tonight. The peril 
to the emperor began to be realized 
yesterday among the Koreans, and 
considerable excitement prevailed to- 
day, the people feeling that their 
ruler might meet an untoward end. 

The police were kept in the palace 
at nightfall on the rumor that the 
dead Hague deputy had committed 
suicide, which created the apprehen- 
sion that an epedimic of suicide had 
broken out in sympathy with = the 
emperor. The Koreans are all at sea 
regarding the extreme gravity given | 
the situation by the Japanese, who 
regard the offense of the emperor as 
unpardonable. Members of the pro- 
gressive party from Japan and others 
opposing Marquis Ito’s policy of: 
leniency, preceding the arrival of 
Foreign Minister Hayashi, are now 
holding meetings. 

Viscount Hayashi, who 
arrived irom Japan, is believed to 
have two missions to fullfil, the 
first to assist Marquis Ito to execute | 
the Japanese covernment’s programs 
in the palace and the second to con 
sult with him on the Manchurian 
question, 

Able Japanese here do not believe 
that the question of The Hague de- 
putation is of sufficient importance 
to annul the trip planned by Mar- 
quis Ito to Tokio and the sending of 
Viscount Hayashi here instead of 
Yamaza. Therefore, they think that 
the purpose of Hayashi w to di- 
vert the attention of the people from 
the question of America, where it 
claimed that the government is 
able to get satisfaction and to 
cate the nation by severity to 
Koreans.

“Crews Prince Takes The Throne. 


The transference of the imperial 
seal to the crown prince is in progress 
this afternoon. Some shops are 
closed because of the sympathy of 
their proprietors with the emperor, 
and the streets around the palace are 
filled with people. The Japanbse 
papers have published some sensa- 
tional rumors, but there is no indica- 
tion of a revolt, The Korean official 
gazette now circulating on the 
street the first official announcement 
of the abdication, which was sisned 
by the emperor and foreign ministers 
in favor of the crown prince, At the 
Japanese residence, Marquis Ito and 
Viscount Heyashi, in answer to an 
inquiry by the correspondent of the 
Associated Press regarding the effect 
of the emperor's action, its import- 
ance in effecting a settlement of the 
whole Japanese-Korean situation, and 
whether or not it was in accordance 
with the plans of. Japan, said they} 
were not prepared at the present time 
to make a statement. Marquis Ito. 
however, stated that before and dur- 
ing his audience yesterday, when the 
emperor and cabinet were weighing 
the question of abdication, he refuse® 
any participation. The emperor re- 
peated his declaration that he was 
not responsible for the sending of the 
Korean delegation to The Hague, and 
asked Marquis Ito’s opinion of the 
eabinet’s representation regarding ab- 
dication. Marquis Ito replied that 
the matter wholly concerned the Em- 
peror of Korea and not himself as the 
rep ntative of Japan, Further- 
more, Marquis Ito deelared = the 
cabinet’s whole course action was 
based on its own initiative, 
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Crowds Surround Palace.

Mr. Cadzow, in his northern home, 
meets from time to time with adven- 
turious travellers who are directed 
to the hospitable home at Rampart 
House by the natives. It will be re- 
membered that Capt. Amundsen, of 
the Gjoa, made Mr. Cadzow’s place 
his stopping place on his way from 
the schooner to civilization, That 
was last year, This season he waa, 
as stated some weeks ago, the host 
of another traveller who had seen 
Capt. Mikkelsen and EK. Leffingwell 
at Herschel Island. From time to 
time communication is had with the 
whalers at Herschel Island, a few 
hundred miles of travel being con- 
sidered little in that country. 

Mr. Cadzow's time is well filled 
during the year in the various duties 
he has to perform, the putting up 
of a supply of wood and the trade 
with the trappers keeping him stead- 
ily employed, 


Family Life Sacred. 

The ties of the family life are sa 
ered with these Indians. In this they 
differ from the Huskies. When old 
age creeps on and the old people be- 
come decrepid, the Indians will work 
for and tend the old people in cases 
where the Huskies would allow their 
aged parents to shift for themselves. 
the old Huskies have often = a 
“tough” struggle for existence, 
while the old Indians are well cared 
ior by their children 

Some of the Indians live in log cab- 
ins but the majority live in tents in 
the mountains through all the severity 
of the Aretic winter. In the tents 
there is no stove, only the accustomed 
fire gn the ground in the centre of the 
tent. Like the Huskies, they are, 
men and women alike, all dressed in 
deer skin with the hair inside next 
to the skin, woollen or any kind of un- 
der-clothing is never worn. In fact, 
it is regarded as dangerous to do so, 
as it would be the means of affecting 
the peculiar advantages possessed by 
the Indians in their deerskin eloth- 
ing, which mevar gets wet nor freezes 
as it will not absorb moisture. It is 
impossible, says Mr, Cadzow, to 
freeze in the Indian clothing. 

* The hunting grounds of the earibou 
are aboys the timber limit, cr line of 
shelter on the mountains for the 
hunters. It is above this limit that 
the caribout find their food. The 
storms of the mountains sweeping 
over them, blows away the snow, 
leaving the green feeding ground of 
the big game of the mountain. The 
danger to the bunter is to be caught 
in a three days’ or more starm above 
the limite of thie feeding ground.

CANADA'S FOREIGN TRADE. 


Shows Only Small Growth Owing to 
Change in Fiscal Year. 


Bulletin Special. 

Ottawa, July 19—Canada’s foreign 
trade for the three months of the pre- 
sent fiseal year, ending June 30,shows 
a small growth over the same time 
last vear, the aggregate trade is $150,- 
140,529. This is $100,000 over the same 
three months of 1906. The country’s 
imports show a gain of over fourteen 
millions, and in exports two millions 
in output of mines, over one million 


est wealth and five millions and a 
half in animals and agriculture and 
over one million in manufactures, A 
great part of the reduction is for the 
month of June, which is principally 
due to a change in the fiseal year, 
June being the last month of the old 
fiseal year, The decrease for June 
in exports was over eight millions; 
this will be rectified later on, The 
deerease was also partly due to con- 
gestion of traffic and labor strikes at 
Montreal and Halifax. For the month 
of June imports show an inerease of 
over two millions,

The Work of Five Girls Who Are the Mediums Between 675 Differ- 
ent Telephone Users in Edmonten—Antiquated System in Vogue, 


and There is Reason for Central's 


“Calls” and “Ring-Offs,” 


Apparent Indifference to 


You have to be patient sometimes al “drops” that fall when a converse- 


when you are using an 
telephone, 


In old London when you grumble 
at the exasperating slowness of their 
telephones you vow you could reach 
your friend as quickly with a han- 
som. In Edmonton, while you ate 
waiting to be connected you could 
verily sometimes walk to the other 
man’s office and do your business di- 
reetly with him. 

But there is a reason for this—a 
reason quite obvious after one has 
spent ten minutes in the telephone 
eerie at the top of the Gariepy-Les 
sard building. All day long five girls 
are seated there before the high mo- 
tallie board that constitutes Central. 


Warp and Woof of Human Stories. 


It does not afford an interesting 
outlook on life, this metal wall dot- 
ted with numbers and holes; and the 
operators sitting before it seem in 
the rush of its mechanism to have be- 
come part of the machinery, too. 
Kach quick-witted, acive girl who sits 
before her section of the switehboard 
is the medium of much interchange 
of life in her day’s work, but she 1s 
herself apart from it. . 

A very medly of human life is 
thrilling behind the dead metal wall 
Forty and fifty conversations are go- 
ing on at once. The warp and woof 
of life-stories is being fixed definite 
ly. as the words fly back and forth 
and the patient (or impatient) tele 
phone girl is like the weaver throw-

ing the shuttle as she bends, now 
here—now there, pushing the — con- 
necting cords and plugs into thei 


place, 

On the Surface of Great Things. 

A serious, guarded business talk 
is carried on in deliberate fashion in 
cipherlike terms on one wire;  be- 
side it a brass plug gives the 
nection along which an airy flirtation, 
equally guarded, ripples. Prosaie 
ders to the butcher and grocer 
aiong the line one instant and the 
next carmes an invitation, not 
breatlied without a tremor of anxiety 
that something should intervene to 
spoil the pleasure planned. 

The telephone merely skims 
the surface of things. 
calls up X, Y. and invites him 
around for a talk or to look over a 
deal that has prospects in it. The 
young man steals a moment from the 
routine of work, and the responsive 
line conveys to a precious bit of 
fomininity somewhere that he is going 
to call, or to walk or ride—and with 
her, 

With Results That Count. 

That business talk may’ mean a de 
cided alteration in the fortunes of the 
men who talk; and, that simple in- 
vitation may fix the destinies of two 
people.» The telephone girl, attending 
a high pressure to the numerous de- 
inands of subseribers, 
this. +* 

It is the merest thread of a 
story tlaat passes, through her hands, 
yet it may have leng consequences. 

System of Working. 

Each telephone girl works six hours 
daily ia Kdmonten, on periods oi 
three, hours each, This is as long as 
she can well bear the strain of her 
work. For the fine organization of a 
woman’s physique—the delicacy of 
sensation, the alertness and memory 

that especially fit her for the work 
are also factors in making the strain 
of constant nerve-pressure tell more 
readily upon her. 

To the uninitiated, looking on at 
Central, it would seeny as though an 
operator required sevetal pairs of 
eyes, ears and hands. Each girl has 
two seetiong. of the switehboard to 
attend, and on each section there are 
50 “drops” of brass with correspond- 
ing numbers and holes below. Con- 
sequently every operator attends to 
100 telephones and occasionally to 50 
more, 

The operator wears a small receiver 
strapped to one ear, in which cach 
call is marked with a buzzing sound. 
She is also fitted ou with a breast- 
plate transmitter, a horn shaped 
speaking-tube attached to a breast- 
plate of leather and into which she 
s those endless queries— 
Number? Number?” 

“Waiting? Waiting?” 

Or it may be a reproach she sends 
fiying back to an impatient mortal at 
the other end of the phone. 

“Oh—h,. those blessed = men?’ 
sighed one under her breath at a 
particularly busy moment, while the

phone calling, and the operator must 


keep a sharp look-out for each of 
these. She calls and connects the 
subscriber wanted, by means of a 


brass-ended cord that fits into a hole 
bearing the number called, This be 
ing done in a trice, must be done 
again on the moment for the next call 
and, as though Central had not en- 
ough to do with that, she must keep 
her ears and senses open to note tat 
the persons talking are properly ¢on- 
nected and are not finished, 

This latter is one of the main diffi-- 
culties of the rather antiquated Bell-

tion is finished and mark a “ring-off”’ 
are so placed in a low position on 
this board that the cords of connee- 
tion massing befors them hide them 
from the operator's eyes, and she 
most usually finds out the time to 
ring off by running her fingers over 
the various knobs before her, which 
correct and disconnect her with peo- 
ple talking. This is responsible for 
the difficulty found in Edmonton of 
getting “disconnected.” 

This is an added strain and ought not 
to be. It is not a difficulty in tele- 
phone exchanges with modern equip- 


ment, for the ring-off ‘drops’ are 
properly visible there. In another 
way, too, the work is redoubled in 
the Edmonton exchange. When an 


operator receives a call from a sub 
scriber, she frequently has to call out 
to one of the other operators to make 
that connection, for it is not on her 
board, as in a more modern exchange 
it would be. This is simply doubling 
work, but is the inevitable result of 
fn exchange that has grown bit by 
bit from a subscribers’ list of ten 
phones to 575. 
575 Phones In City, 

This is the number now served by 
the kxchange, without counting the 
long distance phones, which are serv- 
ed by a separate switehboard, For 
their work the operators receive $40 
& month, as a result of their brief 
strike last autumn. 

Telephone Girls’ Strike. 

That strike was a brief, effectivi 
western style of strike. 

Its history might be written briefly 
—*They went—to Commissioner 
Pace; they spoke; they conquered.” 
And half an hour after they left their 
chairs at Central they were walking 
; cheerfully back again with Cominis 
joner Pace’s word that their 
salaries would be raised from $25 and 
$30 to $40 a month. 

“It is worth $40 a month,” said 
one bright, cheery girl and—by the

Washington, July 19.~-Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson is directing — the 
energies of a corps of 2,500 scientists 
who aecordigag to his estimates are 
saving the people of the United States 
annually about $232,000,000. One bu 


reau, that of forestry, saves the peo 
annually more than the Department 
of Agriculture has cost since it waa 
established, The statement iz issued 
by way of answer to criticism direct- 
ed by Representative Tawney, chair 
man of the committee of appropria- 
tions, during the last session of con 
gress 

It is claimed the benefits brought 
the people by each bureau have the 
following annual value: Weather bu- 
reau, $30,000,000; bureau of soils, $6,- 
000,000; bureau of plant industry, 
$29,100,000; bureau of animal indus 
try, $50,380,825; bureau of chemistry, 
$10,255,000; office of public roads, 
$873,175; bureau of entomology, $22,- 
750,000; bureau of biology, $3,000,000, 
and forest service, $76,500,000. 

The. weather bureau’s most imnor- 
tant savings come from warning giv 
en shipping of approaching storms, to 
railroads of weather to control in the 
shipping oi vegetables and fruit and 
to the coal interests on the Ohio riv- 


er of approaching freshets, used in 
shipping coal down the river. The 
bureau values its dairy reports at 


$5,000,000 a year,

“The Man on the Spot” for the 
Tdronto World, and the value of 
the output for the first half of 
1907 has been based on the valutes 
for the preceding year, Cobalt’s 
recod is as follows:

Camp's output for 1907 ( months) 
Was 6,431 tons, valued at $4,490,017. 

On the basis outlined, the  ship- 
ments for the first six months of 1007 
show an increased tonnage of over 
1,000, and increase in values of near- 
ly one million dollars over the entire 
year 1906. 

As said, the tonnage may be ac- 
copted as correct, The values for the 
current year have been arrived at as 
stated, but an attempt will bo made 
to get the smelter returns from the 
shifping companies.

HIRED MURDER 


Famous Case of Prof. Hau, Pro- 
ceeding at Carlsruhe, Pre- 
sents New Feature.

Carlsruhe, July 19.—The afternoon 
session of the trial of Professor Hau 
ior the murder of his mother-in-law 
was devoted to hearing various wit 
nesses who saw a man with a false 
beard in Baden-Baden. Several o 
the witnesses saw the man near the 
Molitor home and within an hour of 
the tragedy. Two declared they re 
ognized a as tie same man 
Schmitz, the gardener, testified that 
he heard the fatal shot at 6.20 p.m 
Another witness said he saw a man 
with a full black beard sitting on 
the seat at 4.00 p.m. and that an 
hour later he saw theosame man be- 
low the park going at aw hasty pace 
in the direction of the Molitor Villa 

Evidence Against Hau, 

Baronness Von Reitzenstein, living 
in a villa on the north road taken by 
Frau Molitor and Olga Molitor dur- 
ing the fatal walk, swore that she 
went out to the letter box at 5.50 
Yelock and saw a man with a black 
beard whom today she recognized as 
Hau. Returning toward her villa she 
saw the Molitors, but a different man, 
having an iron grey beard and being 
older and shorter in stature than 
Hau, wag following them, They r 
entered her villa precisely at = six 
clock This raises a new point in 
the case, it is said, and gives rise to 
authorities 
that Hau may have hired another 
man to commit the aet. 

Hau Acknowledges Things. 

A servant girl employed by the 
Molitors testified that she answered 
a telephone call and reported to Frau 
Molitor that it was a well known 
voice. “It's Mr. Hau,” the witness 
said she told Frau Molitor, 

At the night session Hau admitted 
that Baroness Von Reitzenstean had 
beem correct in saying she recognized 
him near the Moliter Villa. Th 
judge demanded an explanation of 
Haun’s purpose in being there. Hau 
firmly reused to give this informa- 
tion, adding: ‘I realize the full con- 
sequence of this refusal.” 

Hau !ts Quite Sane. 

Several specialists testified con- 
cerning a prolonged examination of 
Hau during his incarceration and of 
finding him sane, Dr. Dietz, coun- 
sel for Hau, sharply criticized the 
remarks of one of the experts as be- 
ing the tone of a prosecuting attor- 
ney. Sharp words were exchanged 
between the judge and Dr. Dietz, and 
the latier threatened to withdraw 
from the case The court is workin8& 
under pressure in an endeavor to 
finish the case tomorrow night. Ad- 
jourmment was taken at 10.30 to- 
night, when the court room was still 
crowded to suffocation.
